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DETAILED ACTION 

The preliminary amendment filed on Dec. 28, 2004 has been acknowledged. Claims 9-10, 
15-16, 19-33 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 9-10, 19-21, drawn to a method for identifying a compound that inhibits the 
binding activity of NVL. 

Group II, claim(s) 15-16, 22-33, drawn to a composition comprising at least one compound 
competitively inhibiting a NVL binding to a native histo-blood group antigens. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The common technical feature, i.e. a method for 
testing a compound that inhibits the NVL binding to human b-histo-blood group antigen has 
been disclosed prior to the current application was filed as evidenced by Marionneau et al. (Sixth 
International Symposium on may 28, 2001, France). In that report, they teach to that a 1, 2 
fucosidase or Ficct2Gal|33GlcAe treatment inhibits a Norwalk virus binding to H type 1 histo- 
blood group antigen expressed on the target cells. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 
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1). The inhibitor is protein, 2). The inhibitor is a polypeptide, 3). The inhibitor is a 
oligosaccharide, 4). The inhibitor is a nature compound, 5). The inhibitor is a polyclonal 
antibody, 6).

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the nature compound that used for inhibiting the NV 
binding to the histo-blood group antigen has been taught by the prior art as evidenced by 
Marionneau et al. (Sixth International Symposium on may 28, 2001, France). 

6. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 
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a). F3AG and its analogue, b). F2G and its analogue, c). AG3G and its analogue d). 
G3G and its analogue, e). AG4G and its analogue, f). G4G and its analogue.
